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Throughout the United States, 
during recent months, there has 
been a healthy trend toward the el- | 
imination of artificial trade bar- 
riers which, in times past, have 
proved a serious stumbling-block to 
the farmer in getting his crops to 
market. 

Governor Olson has cooperated 
with the chief executives of other 
states in an endeavor to break down 
barriers which never should have 
been erected—and much has been 
accomplished in checking retaliatory 
legislation by the various states, in 
eliminating unfair tax impositions 
and in generally smoothing the way 
for orderly trade relationships. 


But “the war of the states” had 
reached such a complicated state be- 
fore action was taken to end it that 
there are still many obstacles to be 
overcome and many discriminatory | 
laws and ordinances to be repealed | 
before order can come out of chaos. 

There are still states and com- 
munities which insist on using plant 
and animal quarantines for embar- 
go purposes—in an attempt to fa-! 
vor local producers and ban out-! 
of state competition. 

It might be noted, however, that 
California bans this short-sighted 
practice and that the® California 
State Department of Agriculture 
has for years carefully avoided any 
use of quarantines for commercial 
purposes. 

High-lighting the trade barrier 
problem, Dr. George R. Taylor, of 
the U. S. Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, reports: 

“In the dairy industry are strik- 
ing examples of trade barriers 
against the interstate movement of 
farm products. Many cities and 
States limit the area from which: 
cream and milk may come by re- 
Stricting the arca to which they wil! 
Send inspectors, or in which they ! 
will grant dairy licenses or per- 
mits, 

“Many states now require the in- 
Spection or licensing of all farms 
Shipping fluid milk into the state. 
Others specifically legislate in a| 
Manner such as to virtually prohib- 
it the purchase of cream from out- 
side surplus areas. 

“In still other instances, fluid! 
milk areas have sought, and in | 
some cases obtained legislation un- , 
favorable to evaporated or condens- 
ed milk.” 

Dr. Taylor points out that sani- 
tary laws and regulations are need- 
ed for the protection of the public 
health, but many laws, he asserts, 
are SO worded or so administered 
as to exclude or hamper the sale of 
out-of-state products. 

Such laws, he declares, are not 
necessary to protect the public 
health, often hurt the out-of-state 
producer, and may result in higher | 
prices to the consumer. 

Continues Dr. Taylor: 

“The insistence of cities and 
states upon their own regulations 
and inspection often reaches rather | 
absurd limits in areas where pro- | 
duction is normally carried on for 
more than one market. It is report- | 
ed that farm suorces of cream of- | 
ten are subject to inspection by |! 
three, four, or even more state, | 
county and city health depart- 
ments. In some parts of the coun- 
try, farmers or receiving plant op-

It is unlawful to produce wine 
in any quantity for sale, or to pro- 
duce more than 200 gallons of wine 
in any one year for family use, 
without qualifying as a winemaker 
under the internal revenue laws

tion on Form 698 and bond on 
Form 700-A with the District Sup- 
ervisor, and procuring a permit from 
the Federal Alcohol Administration 
to engage in the business of pro- 
ducing wine, before producing wine. 

The importance of eligible indi- 
viduals qualifying to make wine for 
home use by filing the required de- 
claration must not be underesti- 
mated.

FROM PERSONAL observations | 
and from testimony by parents in 
various parts of the nation, I con- 
clude that there is in Sunday schools 
considerable rowdyism among chil- 
dren from about eight to twelve. In 


some instances there is bedlam. It’s | d 
| does. 


not unusual 
for children en- 
tering a Sunday 
school room ear- 
ly to engage ina 
game of chase, 
or for them to 
throw things 
and push and 
shove or hit one 


another during 
the brief wor- 
ship service or 
the lesson. 


A number of religious education 
directors have expressed to me their 
discouragement with the growing 
lack of restraint at Sunday school 
among children of this age. One 
said: “And often the worst kids are 
splinters from the pillars of the 
church!” 


Dr. Myers 


Pathetically so, for among the | 


church pillars are some parents 
who, having themselves had a child- 
hood pretty well-controlled, have 
become disciples of the advocates of 
excessive freedom for young chil- 
dren. Apparently it’s the parents 
with fine family traditions and com- 
munity influence who have been first 
to relax in home discipline. 


Should Isolate Offenders 


Now the Sunday school teacher 
feels that she cannot demand order- 
ly conduct in these rough-necks. She 
puts up with what no public school 
teacher would tolerate. I wish she 
had the courage of her convictions 
and would isolate the few chronic 


annoyers, regardless of who their 
parents are. 

If I were a Sunday school super- 
intendent, I should find a small nook 


|}or room of which some stern man 


would have charge. To it I would 
send some of these young hoodlums. 
Then I should try to find teachers 
who could make the lessons more 
interesting than the usual teacher 


Nevertheless, it is not all a matter 
of interest, for most of the bedlam 
is created before and after the les- 
son period, by children who do not 
know the alphabet of regard for 
property or others’ rights. A certain 
Sunday school teacher said 
trained one ‘‘wild” boy by sending 
him to sit one day with the adult 
class. | 

Better Off at Home 


I would count it far better moral 


training for a child of ten to be at | 


home on a vacant lot, or in a park 


playing ball, or engaging in the | | 


rough-and-tumble of the neighbor- 
hood playground, than to attend a 
Sunday school where the type of dis- 
order reigns that is now so common. 

But I should like rather to have 
him in a Sunday school where there 
is some semblance of order, and | 
where an atmosphere of self- 
restraint makes possible a spiritual 
attitude, occasionally at least. 

I should like to know what my 
readers have to say about this mat- 
ter. Why not write me your ideas? 


Solving Parent Problems 


Q. Should not the child earn his 
spcnding money? 

A. There are great values in his 
earning money, as from carrying a 
paper or from some other job out- 
side the routine home program. But 
in our modern world relatively few 
children can have such jobs. For 
most of them there will have to be 
an allowance till such time as they 
are able tw earn normally.

erators have found that to con- 
form with requirements of one au- 
thority, they must violate those of 
another. 

“Health regulations, so far as 
they are directed at purely health 
objectives, need place no restraint 
upon interstate or local commerce. 
On the other hand, if board of 
health regulations are to be used 
for protecting local dairy interests 
from outside comeptition, then in- 
terstate trade may be restricted. 

“A major step forward would 
be taken, if states and municipali- 
ties would recognize and clearly 
state the purpose of their legisla- 
tion.” 

This report of conditions in the 
dairy industry is typical of the ob- 
stacles that still remain in many 
other branches of agriculture. Not 
only are plant and animal quaran- 
tines improperly used to restrict the 
movement of trade between states, 
but motor vehicle taxes are impos- 
ed on out-of-state vehicles in many 
areas which place unfair burdens 
on the farmer. It is to be hoped that 
the present movement to break 
down unnecessary trade barriers 
will continue.
